THE BURGHERS ARE MASSING 


BIG BATTLE THOUGHT TO BE 


PROGRESSING. 


London, April 2.—The rumors of 


the recapture 01 tne seven guns taken 
fiom Colonel 
Broadwood's forces, 


based on a dispatch to the Chronicle 
from Bloemfontein, which it is said 
in all probability is correct, fails to 
compensate London for the 
severe 


shock expeiienced from the humiliat- 
ing defeat sustained within a few 
miles of the headquarters 
of the 


British army of occupation. The pub- 
lic is painfully surprised to learn 
that after all that has come and gone 
that the British omcers of high po- 
sition can still neglect precautions 
which the veriest tyro might be ex- 
pected to observe and blunder into 
traps which the observance of the 
elementary military 
rules 
would 


have revealed. 


There is no attempt here to mini- 


mize the discreditableness 
of the 


whole affair, so far as the British are 
concerned, or detract from the dex- 
terity of the Boers, who apparently 
were commanded by General Dewet. 
The tactics of the burghers were evi- 
dently excellently 
conceived 
and 


boldly carried out, and unless the re- 
inforcements sent by Lord Roberts 
have turned the tide and recaptured 
the prisoners a couple of hundred 
men from two crack "corps of 
the 


household cavalry ancl the 
Tenth 


hussais 
are now on their way to 


swell the growing deposit of British 
prisoners at Pretoria. 


CLOSING ON BLOEMFONTEIN. 
President Kruger is said to have 


promised to reoccupy Bloemfontein 
this week, and the stubborn burghers 
seem to be closing around the place 
in such force as promises 
to 
be 


troublesome, especially when it is 
lealized that the activity of a strong 
Boer force in' the vicinity of Paarde- 
beig has already interrupted direct 
communication between Lord Rob- 
eits and Kimberley. 
But for the 


overwhelming numbers at the dis- 
posal of Lord Roberts the situation 
would justly cause Great 
Britain 


gi eater anxiety. As it is the nation 
is beginning to realize from the na- 
ture of the guerilla warfare that it 
is liable to embarrass the future 
movements of the British troops. 


A special dispatch from Bloemfon- 


tein this morning reports that the 
watei supply of the place has been 
cut off. This is the natural sequence 
of the Boer success at 
the water- 


works. But 
the 
authorities 
are 


hopeful that the strong 
reinforce- 


ments sent by the commander-in- 
chief will promptly remedy this. 


BIG ENGAGEMENT ON. 


It is evident from Lord Robeits' 


dispatch that a big engagement is in 
pt ogress. Although it is difficult to 
estimate the number of British en- 
gaged, they giobably exceed even the 
eight or "ten thousand men which the 
Boers are estimated to number. 


The soene of the British disaster 


appears to be Mealie Spruit, where 
the Bloemfontein road crosses a trib- 
utary of the Modder river. 


A dispatch from Lorenz Marques, 


dated today, announces the arrival 
there of Captain Haldane, of the Gor- 
don Highlanders, and Lieutenant Le 
Mesuiier, of the Dublin fusiliers, who 
escaped from Pretoria, after perilous; 
Adventure. 


It appears 


stated that if the report proved true 
he would retire towards the water 
works, seventeen miles nearer Bloem- 
fontein, where we have a detachment 
of mounted infantry for the protec- 
tion of the works. 
Broadwood was 


told in reply that the ninth division 
of Martyr's Mounted infantry will 
march a£ daylight today to support 
him, 
and that if he considers it neces- 


sary he should retire from the wa- 
ter works. 


"He moved theie duiing the night 


and bivouacked. 
At dawn today he 


was shelled by the enemy, who at- 
tacked on three sides. 
He immedi- 


ately dispatched two horse artillery 
batteries and his baggage toward 
Bloemfontein, covering some of them 
with his cavalry. 


NOT SEEN BY SCOUTS. 


"Some two miles from the water 


works the road crosses a deep mul- 
lap, or spruit, in which during the 
night a force of Boers had concealed 
themselves. 
So well were they hid- 


den that our leading scouts passed 
over the drift without discovering 
them, and it was not until the wa- 
gons and guns were entering the 
drift that the Boers showed them- 
selves and opened fire. Many of the 
drivers of the aitillery hoises were 
immediately shot down at short 
range and several of the guns were 
captured. 
The remainder galloped 


away, covered by Roberts' horse 
brigade, which suffered heavily. 


"Meanwhile Lieutenant Chester- 


masters, 
of Remington's 
scouts, 


found a passage across the spruit un- 
occupied by the enemy, by which the 
remainder 
of 
Broadwood's force 


crossed. 
They reformed with great 


steadiness, notwithstanding all that 
had previously occurred. 


LOST SEVEN GUNS. 


"Broadwood's report, which has 


just reached me, and which contains 
no details, stated that he had lost 
seven guns and all his baggage. 


"He estimates all his casualties at 


about 350, including 200 missing. 


"On hearing this morning that 


Broadwood was hard pressed I im- 
mediately ordered General French 
with two remaining cavalry brigades 
to follow in support of the ninth di- 
vision. 
The latter, after a magnifi- 


cent march, arrived on the scene of 
action shortly after 2 p. m. 


''Broadwood's force consisted of the 


Royal Household cavalry, the Tenth 
Hussars, G and U batteries of the 
Royal Horse artillery and Filcher'e 
battalion of mounted infantry. 


"The strength of the enemy is es- 


timated at from 8,000 to 10,000, with 
guns, the number of which is not yet 
reported."

A LATER REPORT. 


London, Apiil 2.—4:55 p. m—The 


wai office has received another dis- 
patch from Loid Roberts, dated at 
Bloemfontein, Sunday, April 1, 8:15 
p. m., in which, after referring to his 
previous telegram, he gives a partial 
list of the missing British officers. 
Of "Q" battery four officers 
were 


wounded, two of whom are missing. 
One gunner was; killed and forty non- 
commissioned /officers and men are 
wounded or missing. 
Lord Roberts 


then continues: 


"In 'U' battery all are missing ex- 


cept Major Taylor and a sergeant- 
major. 
The two cavalry regiments 


did not suffer so much. A report has 
just come in that the enemy has re- 
tired toward Ladybrand, leaving 
twelve wounded officers and 
some 


seventy men at the waterworks. We 
are now sending an ambulance foi 
them." 


It will be noticed that in the fore- 


going Lord Roberts says 
nothing 


in regard to the British guns being 
i ecaptured. 


Washington, April 2.—-The senate 


convened at 11 o'clock today in oidei 
that the debate on the Poito Rican 
bill might be extended. 
The public 


galleries were crowded. 
Mr. Vest, 


of Missouri, rising to a question of 
privilege, said upon his return to the 
city after an absence on account of 
illness he had found that on the vote 
to strike out the provision in the Por- 
to Rican bill for a duty of 15 per 
cent, of the Dingley duties he had 
been noted as absent and not paired. 
He explained that he had a general 
pair which be thought was sufficient. 
Had he been present he would have 
voted to strike out the duty on Porto 
Rican products. 


Proceeding, he directed attention to 


a notable case which he said had been 
overlooked in all the arguments.

sailor named Ross had shipped on an 
American merchantman from New 
York to Nagasaki, Japan. 
At that 


latter port he had murdered a fellow 
seaman on the vessel's deck and was 
convicted and sentenced to death by 
a consular court. 


His sentence was cummuted to im- 


prisonment for life in the Albany, N. 
Y., penitentiary. 
He sued out a 


writ of habeas corpus, the ground be- 
ing that he had not been given a 
trial by jury, as insured by the con- 
stitution. 
The supreme court de- 


cided that he had had a fair trial and 
must remain in prison; that in order 
to avail himself of the right to a trial 
by jury the vessel must have been 
within the territorial limits of the 
United States. 


Mr. Vest said he would like any 


senator to explain how the supreme 
court could come to that conclusion 
and state emphatically that within 
the territorial limits of the United 
States the constitution applies with- 
out act of congress or treaty stipula- 
tions and yet agree that a different 
tariff can be imposed on the people 
of Porto Rico from that imposed on 
the people of Missouri. 


Mr. Bate, of Tennessee, after the 


Porto Rico bill had been laid formal- 
ly before the senate, delivered his an- 
nounced speech in opposition to the 
pending measure. 


MR. BATE SPEAKS. 


Mr. Bate, of Tennessee, directed his 


arguments! particularly against the 
pending Porto Rican bill, but his 
speech embraced the whole question 
of expansion and the treatment by 
the government and by congress of 
our insular possessions. 
He took 


strong grounds against the acquisi- 
tion of Spanish territory under the 
treaty of Paris—against which he

ing With great interest to the many 
and very able speeches which have 
been delivered trpdn the Pdrto Ritian 
tariff.

"There is no division among the

The majority all agree that 
the constitution does not extend by 
its own power over these new posses- 
lions and that congress can legislate 
lor them as it deems wise, subject 
only to the prohibitions upon con- 
grsss in the constitution." 


Senator Depew discussed the 
re- 


sources of Porto Rico and the pur- 
pose of the tariff, which he said was 
but temporary. Continuing, he said: 


"The opposition to this bill is the 


result of the usual tactical operations 
lot advantageous positions in a pns- 


tion have made a united and desper- 
ate charge upon the policy and pro- 
visions of this measure. The demo- 
cratic position in regard to our island 
territories is clearly defined. 
They 


will claim that the moment any ter- 
ritory becomes the property of the 
United States by conquest, purchase, 
cession or discovery it is under our 
constitution and laws; that its peo- 
ple and products have the 
same 


rights and are entitled to the same 
freedom of movement all over the 
United States as the people and pro- 
ducts of any state in the union; that 
statehood must speedily come and 
cannot be denied; that this would 
bieak down every hairier 
against 


pauper labor itnd admit free into our 
ports the things produced by people 
working in our ttopical possessions 
for a few cents a day and would de- 
giade our citizenship, and, therefore, 
if they get in power they will 
at 


once abandon these islands. 


"The republican party stands upon 


the action of 
Jeffeison, 
Monroe, 


Jackson, Polk, Pierce and Seward, 
that congress has the power to gov- 
ein these acquisitions subject only to 
the prohibitions of the constitution. 


"I iecall for the consideration and 


admonition of my democratic friends 
that story of General Jackson's gov- 
einorship of Florida, to which he was 
appointed by President Monroe, un- 
der the act of Congress of March 3, 
1821, providing "that all military, 
civil and judicial powers shall be 
vested in such peison and persons 
and shall be exercised in such man- 
ner as the president of the United 
States shall dirett." He claimed and 
exercised the executive, legislative 
and judicial functions of government 
under this commission and was sus- 
tained in them all. As legislator^ 
he enacted laws which brought him, 
as governor, in conflict with the ex- 
governor under Spain. As governor 
he promptly arrested and imprisoned 
that ex-official, and as judge pro- 
ceeded to punish for contempt the 
federal district judge, who had issued 
a writ of habeas corpus for the Span- 
iard's release. It was, after all this 
that he became and has since con- 
tinued to be claimed as leader, coun- 
selor and inspiration for the demo- 
cratic party. 


"Under this power we can and will 


provide both for the development of 
our new possessions and the protec- 
tion of industrivr-• and enployment 
within the United States. As time 
and 
experience 
demonstrate the 


necessity for new laws and changes 
of existing laws, they will be enact- 
ed, but always with intent to main- 
tain the high standard of American 
citizenship and the scale of American 
wages. Preferential tariffs will pro- 
mote trade between the United States 
and all these islands. 


"Porto Rico, Hawaii, Guam, Tu- 


tuila and the Philippines are to be 
held and governed by the United 
States with an imperative duty on 
our part to their inhabitants 
for 


their civilization, the encouragement 
of enterprises which will utilize their 
resources, and for their constantly 
increasing participation in their local 
and geneial governments, and also 
for their and our general commercial 
progiess and giowth. I do not be- 
lieve that we will incorporate the 
alien races, and civilized, semi-civi- 
lized, barbaious and savage peoples 
of these islands into our body politic 
as states of our union. 


"Order, law, justice and 
liberty 


will stimulate and develop our new 
possessions. Their inhabitants will 
grow with lesponsibilities of govein- 
ing themselves, constantly increas- 
ing with their intelligence into con- 
ditions of piospeiity and happiness 
beyond their wildest dreams of the 
results of that self-government they 
now so vaguely understand, while 
the United States, in the increasing 
demand for the surplus of our farms 
and factories in Porto Rico, Hawaii 
and the Philippines, and in the tre- 
mendous advantages of position from 
Manila for reaching the 
limitless 


markets of the orient, can view with- 
out apprehension and with hopeful 
pride the inevitable expansion of our 
population and productions."

About halt 
the five thousand men who went out 
resumed their labors this morning, 
and the manufacturers said that, as 
the differences had either been set- 
tled of put on a basis to be arbitrat- 
ed, the remainder of the machinists 
would undoubtedly return in strag 
gling lots during the next two or 
three days. The agreement entered 
into recently by representatives of 
the manufacturers and the men was 
ratified yesterday at a mass meeting, 
the votes baing 3,038 in favor of rat- 
ifying the modified agreement and 
396 against. The strike has cost the

tion, have back their old positions. 


"It is all right," said President 


O'Connell, "these are minor difficul- 
ties and are probably the woik of 
misguided foremen who had grudges 
against the men they refused to take 
back. The result, I think, will ba 
that some foremen will lose their jobs 
and all the men will be back at then 
places within a week. It takes time 
to readjust big machines when they 
get out of order."

Prof. St. George Mivart, Ph. »., 


Rome, M. D., F. R. S., was born in 
Brook street, Grosvenor Square, Lon- 


don, 
November 30, 1827, and edu- 


cated at Clapham, Harrow, and 
King's and St. Mary's colleges. He 
was prevented front attending Ox- 
ford by joining the Roman Catholic 
church in 1844. 
In 1851 he was 


called to the bar at Lincoln's Inn. 
He was lecturer in St. Mary's hos- 
pital medical school in 1862, elected 
a fellow of the Royal society in 1887; 
vice president of the Zoological so- 
ciety in 1869; secretary of the Lin- 
nean society in 1874, and professor 
of biology at University college in 
1874. 


He was created Ph. D.xin Rome in 


1876 and M. D., Louvain, in 1880. 
He was the author of many papers 
on scientific subjects.

of his important works: 
"On the. 


Zoology, Anatomy, and Classification 
of Apes and Lemurs, Especially on 
the Osteology of the Limbs, Com- 
pared With the Limbs of Man," "The 
Mythology of the Echidna, Agouti, 
Hyrax, Iguana, and Certain Failed 
Batrachians," "The Osteology of 
Birds," "Man and Apes," and "The 
Origin of Human Reason."

TROUBLE IN ST. LOOTS. 


St. Louis, 
Mo., 
April 
2.—Two 


thousand journeymen painters and 
1,500 carpenters refused to go to 
work today, pending an adjustment 
of differences with their bosses over 
their demands for an increase of 
wages. The carpenters asked for an 
increase from 35 cents to 45 cents an 
hour. It is estimated that there are 
2,000 union carpenters in the city 
and of these 900 are still at work, 
the new scale having been granted 
by their bosses. The demand of the 
painters is for an increase from 82.50 
to $3 a day. 


STRIKE IN INDIANAPOLIS. 


Indianapolis, 
April 
2.—Several 


hundred union carpenters of the city 
did not work today. No word was re- 
ceived from the contractors' associa- 
tion with reference to tho demand for 
an increase of wages to thirty-five 
cents per hour. The men say they do 
not wish to be regarded as strikers, 
but simply quit work pending nego- 
tiations between tho union and the 
contractors. 


URGES SILENCE AS TO SILVER, 


New York, April 2.—Oswald Otten- 


doifer, editor of tbe Staats Zeitung, 
when interviewed by a World re- 
porter on the political Issues of the 
day and the prospects of the coming 
national campaign, said: 


"The German-Americans voted al- 


most solidly against Bryan and free 
silver four years ago. The> are still 
opposed to the free coinage of silver, 
but they know that the gold stand- 
ard is now a reality and that it cannot 
be Inter*ered with for some years to 
come. Personally, and speaking only 
for myself, I would prefer Bryan's 
election to McXinley's re-election. In 
my opinion the Kansas City conven- 
tion would do a wise thing by re- 
maining silent in the free silver Is- 
sue. Why should the battle of 1900 
be fought on the issues decided in 
1896P There are new and important 
issues before the people today—issues 
which involve the very life of the re- 
public. A great majority of the peo- 
ple do not wish to be forced to vote 
for McKinlsyism, imperialism and 
militarism, and I am convinced that 
thousands and .thousands of voters 
who four years ago preferred McXin- 
ley to Bryan are now ready to prefer 
Bryan to McKlnley. Bryan will have 
a chance of winning if he and bis 
friends do not insist upon a rwdioal 
affirmation of the Chicago platform."

DR. HILLIS' LETTER. 


Some opposition was made to tho 


reading of the letter, but attempts to 
refer it to committees For possible 
suppression were voted down. 


After presenting his withdrawal 


from the Presbytery of Chicago and 
asking to be emitted from the Pres- 
byterian church, Dr. Hillis went into 
the reason which led him to take 
such steps. 
The letter continued: 


"I had intended to ask to be trans- 


ferred to the Congregational denom- 
ination, but on account of my ad- 
miration and appreciation or the 
work of Dr. Abbott and Henry Ward 
Bcecher, neither of whom were ever 
affiliated with any denominational 
organization, I have postponed such 
action." 


Dr. Hillis said since his sermon 


last Sunday had so deeply disturbed 
his brethren of the church, which he 
much regretted, he considered it in- 
cumbent upon himself to resign. He 
regretted his former instructors con- 
sidered him ungrateful, for ingrati- 
tude was a sin, indeed. 
For years, 


however, in common with other min- 
is+ers, he had been apologizing for 
tho Presbyterian faith. 


"What shall be said of a creed," 


Dr. Hillis' letter continued, "that is 
accepted by our clerical instructors 
one day and rejected the next? Some 
have said that I am drifting away 
from the Christian faith and becom- 
ing interested in philosophy and 
literature. 
Nevertheless, the exact 


opposite is the truth. 
For years I 


have urged revision of our cruel 
creed and the preparation of a 
one. 
And now 1 dan do nothing 


else than withdraw.
